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cy who has been awarded a Mansfield Fellow-
ship, to the Center.

(2) Each fellow who is detailed under this sec-
tion shall enter into a written agreement with
the Federal Government before receiving a fel-
lowship that the fellow will—

(A) continue in the service of the fellow’s
agency at the end of the fellowship for a pe-
riod of at least 2 years unless the fellow is in-
voluntarily separated from the service of such
agency; and

(B) pay to the United States Information
Agency any additional expenses incurred by
the Federal Government in connection with
the fellowship if the fellow is voluntarily sepa-
rated from service with the fellow’s agency be-
fore the end of the period for which the fellow
has agreed to continue in the service of such
agency.

(3) The payment agreed to under paragraph
(2)(B) may not be required of a fellow who leaves
the service of such agency to enter into the
service of another agency in any branch of the
United States Government unless the head of
the agency that authorized the fellowship noti-
fies the employee before the effective date of
entry into the service of the other agency that
payment will be required under this section.

(b) Status as Government employee

A fellow detailed under subsection (a) of this
section is deemed, for the purpose of preserving
allowances, privileges, rights, seniority, and
other benefits, an employee of the agency from
which detailed, and is entitled to pay, allow-
ances, and benefits from funds available to that
agency. The authorization and payment of such
allowances and other benefits from appropria-
tions available therefore is deemed to comply
with section 5536 of title 5.

(c) Reimbursement

Fellows may be detailed under subsection (a)
of this section without reimbursement to the
United States by the Center.

(d) Allowances and benefits

A fellow detailed under subsection (a) of this
section may be paid by the Center for allow-
ances and benefits listed in section 6102(4)(B) of
this title.

§6105. Liability for repayments

If any fellow fails to fulfill the fellow’s agree-
ment to pay the United States Information
Agency for the expenses incurred by the United
States Information Agency in connection with
the fellowship, a sum equal to the amount of the
expenses of the fellowship shall be recoverable
by the United States Information Agency from
the fellow (or a legal representative) by—

(1) setoff against accrued pay, compensation,
amount of retirement credit, or other amount
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due the fellow from the Federal Government;
and

(2) such other method as is provided by law
for the recovery of amounts owing to the Fed-
eral Government.

§ 6106. Definitions

For purposes of this chapter—

(1) the term ‘‘agency of the United States
Government’’ includes any agency of the legis-
lative branch and any court of the judicial
branch as well as any agency of the executive
branch;

(2) the term ‘‘agency head’ means—

(A) in the case of the executive branch of
Government or an agency of the legislative
branch other than the House of Representa-
tives or the Senate, the head of the respec-
tive agency;

(B) in the case of the judicial branch of
Government, the chief judge of the respec-
tive court;

(C) in the case of the Senate, the President
pro tempore, in consultation with the Major-
ity Leader and Minority Leader of the Sen-
ate; and

(D) in the case of the House of Representa-
tives, the Speaker of the House, in consulta-
tion with the Majority Leader and Minority
Leader of the House;

(3) the term ‘‘Center’” means the Mansfield
Center for Pacific Affairs; and
(4) the term ‘‘detailee’” means an employee
of an agency of the United States Government
on assignment or loan to the Mansfield Center
for Pacific Affairs without a change of posi-
tion from the agency by which he or she is em-
ployed.

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§6201. Congressional findings and declaration of
purposes

The Congress makes the following findings
and declarations:

(1) It is the policy of the United States to
promote the right of freedom of opinion and
expression, including the freedom ‘‘to seek, re-
ceive, and impart information and ideas
through any media and regardless of fron-
tiers,” in accordance with Article 19 of the
Universal Declaration of Human Rights.

(2) Open communication of information and
ideas among the peoples of the world contrib-
utes to international peace and stability and
the promotion of such communication is in
the interests of the United States.

(3) It is in the interest of the United States
to support broadcasting to other nations con-
sistent with the requirements of this chapter.

(4) The continuation of existing United
States international broadcasting, and the
creation of a new broadcasting service to the
people of the People’s Republic of China and
other countries of Asia which lack adequate
sources of free information, would enhance the
promotion of information and ideas, while ad-
vancing the goals of United States foreign pol-
icy.

(6) The reorganization and consolidation of
United States international broadcasting will
achieve important economies and strengthen
the capability of the United States to use
broadcasting to support freedom and democ-
racy in a rapidly changing international envi-
ronment.

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§ 6202. Standards and principles
(a) Broadcasting standards
United States international broadcasting

shall—

(1) be consistent with the broad foreign pol-
icy objectives of the United States;

(2) be consistent with the international tele-
communications policies and treaty obliga-
tions of the United States;

(3) not duplicate the activities of private
United States broadcasters;

(4) not duplicate the activities of govern-
ment supported broadcasting entities of other
democratic nations;

(5) be conducted in accordance with the
highest professional standards of broadcast
journalism;

(6) be based on reliable information about its
potential audience;

(7) be designed so as to effectively reach a
significant audience; and

(8) promote respect for human rights, includ-
ing freedom of religion.

(b) Broadcasting principles

United States international broadcasting shall
include—

(1) news which is consistently reliable and
authoritative, accurate, objective, and com-
prehensive;

(2) a balanced and comprehensive projection
of United States thought and institutions, re-
flecting the diversity of United States culture
and society;

(3) clear and effective presentation of the
policies of the United States Government and
responsible discussion and opinion on those
policies, including editorials, broadcast by the
Voice of America, which present the views of
the United States Government;

(4) the capability to provide a surge capacity
to support United States foreign policy objec-
tives during crises abroad;

(5) programming to meet needs which re-
main unserved by the totality of media voices
available to the people of certain nations;

(6) information about developments in each
significant region of the world;

(7) a variety of opinions and voices from
within particular nations and regions pre-
vented by censorship or repression from speak-
ing to their fellow countrymen;

(8) reliable research capacity to meet the
criteria under this section;

(9) adequate transmitter and relay capacity
to support the activities described in this sec-
tion; and

(10) training and technical support for inde-
pendent indigenous media through govern-
ment agencies or private United States enti-
ties.

(c) Voice of America broadcasts

The long-range interests of the United States
are served by communicating directly with the
peoples of the world by radio. To be effective,
the Voice of America must win the attention
and respect of listeners. These principles will
therefore govern Voice of America (VOA) broad-
casts:

(1) VOA will serve as a consistently reliable
and authoritative source of news. VOA news
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
